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PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


A number of issues will become 
prominent in the near future requir- 
ing participation and response from 
the Chicago Chapter, ATA. They are: 


l. Architectural and Transporta- 
tion Barriers Compliance Board (Min- 
imum Guidelines and Requirements for 
Accessible Design: Final Rule). The 
Handicapped subcommittee is now be- 
ing :‘eformed by Joseph Fitzgerald 
and should be prepared by the end of 
April to review the accessibility 
guidelines document and the ANSI 
Standards. This subcommittee is a 
part of the Mayor's Commission on 
Building Code Amendments, which 
served so well to review the State 
of Illinois Accessibility Standards. 
CCAIA members serving on this com- 
mittee were Robert Kill, Robert Wes- 
ley, Norman DeHaan and John Anderson. 

You may recall Gertrude Kerbis' 
report in the March 1980 Focus which 
indicated the concern of the CCAIA 
regarding the State of Illinois Ac- 
cessibility Standards, and the fine 
work the committee did to bring re- 
visions to this standard. In addi- 
tion to reviewing the Transportation 
Board Guidelines to interface with 
the State Standards, the ANSI stand 
ards will be reviewed to see if it 
could be modified into code language. 
We look forward to the imput this 
committee can bring to the CCAIA 
and Illinois Council. 

2. Large Component Meeting. A 
large component meeting was held on 
Monday, March 23 with representa- 
tives from Minneapolis, St. Louis, 
Boston, Philadelphia, Columbus, New 
York City, Los Angeles and Chicago 
meeting with AIA Executive Vice 
President, David 0. Meeker. The 
following agenda items were discus- 
sed during the five and one-half 
hour meeting: national and compon- 
ent coordination, membership bro- 
chures for large components, dues 
and national voting. Discussion on 
the A-1 Resolution was held with 
only the large component represen- 
tatives present; ways in which to 
-espond to the Resolution at the 


component level, and subsequently at 
the convention, were considered. 


3. AIA Convention. The National 
ATA Convention in Minneapolis has 
been planned to help architects "get 
a line on energy and design". Pro- 
fessional development seminars based 
on the convention theme are offered 
to accomplish the goal of giving 
every AIA member an opportunity to 
develop expertise necessary to meet 
the challenges of energy-conscious 
design. 

The A-1 Resolution will be dis- 
cussed further at the convention, 
promising to be controversial as 
components deliver their responses. 
To respond to an issue as large as 
the A-1 Resolution, and bringing it 
to the convention is essential to 
the direction the ATA will take in 
the '80's. 

The CCAIA is entitled to 67 dele- 
gates to the National Convention. 

We urge you to attend and represent 
the Chapter as a delegate. Please 
telephone Vicki Behm at the Chapter 
office to express your desire to 
serve as a 1981 delegate.

ON ITS WAY 


The Mayor's Advisory Commission 
on Building Code Amendments has ap- 
proved the final draft of the revi- 
sions to the Building Code concern- 
ing remodeling and additions to ex- 
isting buildings. The Appeals Board 
procedure was also approved. The 
proposed amendments were sent to the 
Corporation Council for their review 
and to put into legal language. This 
review is predicted to be completed 
in about sixty days after which it 
will be forwarded to the Mayor. The 
Commission is optimistic that it will 
be approved intact. Members of the 
AIA Housing Committee were instru- 
mental in helping to draft these re- 
visions which are considered to be 
the most progressive rehabilitation 
standards of any major city.

WRIGHT HOME ON THE MARKET 


The Dana House, designed by Frank 
Lloyd Wright in 1902 and 1905 and 
located in Springfield, Illinois is 
for sale by the owner, Mr. Payne 
Thomas. It is the only Wright strx- 
ture from his Prairie period totally 
intact: windows, furniture, light- 
ing, lighting fixtures and architec- 
tural elements. Vicki Behm wrote a 
letter to the owner strongly support- 
ing his decision to insure that the 
house remain in its original state. 
Richard Cook wrote a similar letter 
to Governor Thompson. 
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
